would make him rich on the minimum 
output of his establishment and that 
it was not necessary for him to exert 
himeelf to develop his business and 
to create a large concern The re- 
duction of the tariff destroyed this 
paralyzing dependance on the favor 
of the law and taught the manufac- 
turer that In Rie business as every 
other, enterprise was the finger-board 
to success

IRISiIl POPULATION STATIONARY. 


Excess of Births Over Deaths and Em- 
igration Just Balance, 


Dublin, Oct. 7—The annual report 
of the registrar general for Ireland 
shows that the excess of births over 
deaths in 1909 was 27,786, and that 
the loss by emigration amounted to 
28,676, which was greater by 5,381 
than in 1908, but less than the aver- 
age number-—37,141—for the ten 
years 1899-1908, There would, ac- 
cording to these figures, appear to 
have been a decrease of 890 persons in 
the year 1909. With regard to immi- 
gration there is no official record, nor 
does it enter into the estimate of the 
population to the middle of the year, 
which was 4,371,570—an increase of 
116 om the estimate of the previous 
year. Accoring to the last quarterly 
returns of the registrar general, sum- 
marized on August 16, the population 
of Ireland in the middle of this year 
was 4,881,193. The population hag, 
therefore been practically stationary 
for three years. The marriages regis- 
tere in Ireland during 1909 numbered 
22,650, the birth 102,769, and the 
deaths 74,973. Of the marriages regis- 
tered 16,0567 were between Roman 
Catholics, 3,427 according to the rites 
of the Church of Ireland, 2,296 in 
Presbyterian meeting houses, 398 in 
registry offices, and the balance in var- 
ious registered buildings.

52. All. applications for Private Bille, 
properly the subject of iegislation by the 
Iegislative Arsembly of Alberta, within 
the purview of “The British North Am- 
erica Act,’ 1867," whether for the erec- 
tion of a bridge, the making of a rail. 
road, tramway, turnpike road, telegraph 
ar telephone line, the conetruction or 
improvement of a harbour, canal, lock, 
dam, slide, or other like work; ‘the 
granting of a right of ferry; the incor- 
poration of any particular trade, or call. 
ing, or of any joint stock company; or 
otherwise for granting to any individual 
or individuals, any exclusive or peculiar 
righte or privilegee whatever, or for do- 
ing any matters or thing, whioh in ite 
operation would affect the rights or pra 
perty of other parties, or relate to any 
particular closs of the community; or 
for making any amendment of a like na- 
ture to any former Act, shall require a 
notice, clearly and distinctly specifying 
the nature and object of the application, 
and where the application refers to any 
propceed work, indicating generally the 
location of the work, and signed by or 
on behalf of the applicants, such notice 
to be published, during two monthe, be. 
tween the close of the next preceding 
Session and the time of the considera- 
tion of the petition, in four issues of 
The Alberta Gazette, and of one other 
newepaper, published in English; and 
within two weeks from the first appear. 
ance of such notice in The Alberta Ga- 
wtte two copies of the said Bill, with a 
receipt from the Provincial Treasurer 
for the sum of one hundred dollars, if 
46 said Bill does not exoved ten pages, 
and ten dollars additional for each page 
over that number, and for the purposes 
of thie Rule 450 words shal] be held to 
constitute a page and also in the case 
of a bill incorporating a company, a re. 
ceipt from the Registrar of Joint Stock
